As soon n,s the 
military viRilatn'e is relaxed we may hear of 
further troutile und nots. 

The plan is said to Ixs to select sotiie rriiioto 
dJitrict, not easily rejiohe<i l>y railway lines, 
and there to inflame the minds of the peas- 
anta, who have already been educatad to the 
belief that they ape imposed ujion. 

The disfrlft selected will he near the Riis- 
■ian frontier, as the czar intends, when the 
trouble spreads, to have a reason for inter- 
fering, under the pret^-xt that his domains 
and the lives of liln Kulijects are in danger. 
Ha may find it iicc essury t,<) send forces to 
that point, and if [>ossihle lie will di'cm it 
Imperative to just step over the bonier and 
settle things for the RoumuniarLs. This Is 
but a f>art of his plan to get nearer Constan- 
tinople, whi<-h is his objective jniiiit.. 

If the rest of the European powers can 
only be marie to believe that the czar is 
■imply exercising; his right to protect him- 
aelf or to assist a neighbor, tba present ra- 
portad plan may provaaTaluabla preliminay 
■taptowwdi lha ■wewiiplMiniam ol Ma d»> 
alna. 

If, however, the plan should not succeed, 
and there is every cbanoa of it not doing so, 
lliiee the eyes of Eurojia hare been sharply 
open for the designs of Russia, a war or the

The Iri«h Ulnhops. 
LonnoN, May Vi.—A dispatch from Rome 
to the C^hrnntcle says tha Irish bishops bava 

notiflr<i the Vatioaa at thair adhaitoa to lha 

papal rescript. 

This puts an end tn the plan Ot Oaaqiatgn 
and boycotting in Ireland. 

Archbishop Walsh, however, is careful to 
draw the distinction between the true ob- 
jects of the .Nationalist movement, as repre- 
sented by tbo National league, and the mode 
of procedure known by thu natno of the plan 
of campaign. The denumriation of thu lat- 
ter on the grounds of morality and religion 
by the pope he fully approves, and main- 
tains that it is entirely outside of tba politi- 
cal principles involved in either the National 
movement or maintained by the Natieaal 
league. He says of the rescript: 

"It is a decision on a question, not of pal- 
itlca, but morals. As such it will be received 
by our Catholic peopla aa eTery decision 
which has ever yet been pronounced by tha 
holy s(>e in reference either to faith or morals 
baa been received by them. If doubts or 
controversies should ariso as to it^ meaning 
•r intent, these will s|>eedily be solved by 
tha bishops of Ireland. Or, if it should be 
aaoaMary, by the holy see itself. But the 
qoaation of morality being thus decided the 
operation of the r«c>eut action of the holy sea 
is at an end. The Irish people, whether at 
home or abroad, will, I trust, accept my as- 
surance that neither the MationoUat mova- 
mmt nor tha Mattonal laagua ia ia tha lowU- 
•at degree iajwioaalf aflaotad by tha raeant 
decree." 

All Hfem to Think War Inevitable. 

R<>MB, May Iv.— The Vatican has received 
a dispatch from Che papal nuncio at Paria 
stating that the dispuluM iH-tweeii France and 
the Vatican have l>een satisfat^rily settled. 

Tha diplomacy of the Kuro]>ean powers 
everywhere seems to be conducted upon tha 
assumption of inevitable war. Among tha 
moat energetic is Pope Lao, who not only 
sees Catholicism in tba eaH threatened by 
the Greek church should Russia succeed in 
planting herself at the gates of the Boa- 
pborus, but in exegencies that may arise out 
of an European war there ia aoine hope of 
ragaining the astatee of the church from tha 
Italian goTemment Therefore it is that ha 
endeavors to make England the church's 
frien<l in the east and to be on good terms 
with France near home. The attempt to at- 
tain an entente oordiale with Ruibia ua 
cburob affaira a few weaks a go and failad,
